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Report of School Board. 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 45. 1901: 


To THE CITIZENS OF BROOKFIED : 


For your information as to school work the past year, 
we beg leave to present the following: 


All the schools have been kept fully eonned with 
books and the other necessary appliances, the board feel- ' 
ing that it was not a good policy to impair the value of 
the teaching by a lack of suitable text-books. 

The work of the schools. in general has been along the 
lines generally recognized as among the best. We have 
not attempted to drive or force the scholars beyond their 
capacity to learn and retain.- Thoroughness has been the 
object aimed at, and constant work the practice-during the 
year as we have so often expressed the desire that the 
scholars should learn in the school, so far as eens 
much of what they should know out of it. 

Your schools are largely-what you make them, you vote 
money for their support and some of you seem quite will- 
ing to stop right here. We invite you to visit the schools 
more frequently, and see and hear for yourselves, as we 
have not assumed that we ‘‘ know it all.”’ 

Another condition of: affairs of which we would call 
your attention is the fact that your scholars have not been 
so punctual in attending school asthey should have been. 
You rightiully expect the teacher to teach them punctu- 
ality and promptness in all the requirements of the school. 
It is not the teacher’s duty, but it is the parents’ duty to 
see that your scholars are in school, morning and after- 
noon on time, not only that, but that they are not 
allowed to be absent except for valid reasons, as absence 
from school is not only a serious loss to those who are 
absent, but interferes with the work of the school. 

It has been our aim to employ the best teachers possi- 
ble for the means at ourcommand. Every scholar should 
be sent to school with the impression that he has a com- 
petent instructor. Parents often call in question in the. 
presence of their children the ability of the teacher. As 
a result of such remarks the pupil enters school with his

confidence in the teacher more or less unsettled, and this 
has a tendency to lessen his interest in the school, and 
not unfrequently leads to misconduct. Every ,parent 
should remember that confidence is due the teacher until 
it is forfeited. Every child shouid enter school with the 
belief that he has a competent teacher, 

We have maintained six terms of school; in all 70 
weeks. The Stoneham school closed two weeks earlier 
than we intended in consequence of sickness of the 
teacher. 62 pupils have attended the schools in this 
town, and eight have attended schools in the towns of 
Wolfeboro and Wakefield. 

Number of teachers employed, 4: — Miss Annie Allen, 
Miss Priscilla Cotton, Miss Helen M. Eastman and Miss 
Mary Quimby. 

For an account of expenses we refer you to the Report 
of the School Treasurer; for the sum expended for text- 
books to the Town Treasurer’s Report. 

In closing this report we would say that the progress 
for the past year has been good, but the number of pupils 
divided as they are, 40 in the Churchill School, 14 in the 
Hackett School, 8 in the Stoneham School, and 8 attend- 
ing schools in other towns, we cannot expect it to be 
what it would if they were more equally divided. A 
remedy for this condition of affairs is needed.
